MISSION AT GRANDE LIGNE. L, C, 


The following original account of a recent visit to 


a dowie se 


this station, is from the pen of Rev. Mr. Chickering. 


It is addressed to the people of his charge, in High | 


street, Portland, from St. Johns, L. C. 

Having intended, and I believe, promised to 
give you some account of my intended vist to 
the interesting Swiss mission at Grande Ligne, 
in this province, it gives me pleasure to say, 


that | have been there, and that all of interest, | 


which L bad heard or imagined, as connected 
with the mission, has been more than realized, 
A large number of persons, friends and eon- 
tributors to the undertaking, had been for some 
days gradually meeting and approaching the 
spot. Some came by one route, and some by 
another; and on Saturday evening, more than 
thiriy persons found themselves together at the 
tission house. ‘They were of several Cliris- 
tian denominations, and from wide extremes 
of the country, and even of the world. ‘Though 
“unknown,” they however, were“ well 
known,” as the apostle says, having one heart 
and one errand, They loved the Saviour, and 
those friends of the Saviour who bad come so 
fur, to teach the poor Canadians His love. 
And they had assembled with the sole purpose 
of attending at the dedication of the mission 
House, where Christ is to be preached and the 
ignorant and degraded taught the way of lite, 
—With such a common impulse they could 
not long be strangers. And though of different 
nhathons, and not all able to converse toge ther, 
yet it was a united and a happy cirele whieh 
they formed around the family altar. 

But let me first tell you more, of the Mis- 
It is in the parish of L’deadie or Aca- 
dia, in a neighborhood called Grande Ligne, 
on account of its being crossed by a road which 
was originally the dividing line between two 
ancient 1 given by the 
French government to two noblemen. 

The population of the parish is about 6,000, 
that of the neighborhood about 1,200, scatier- 
ed, however, over a territory nearly equal to 
that occupied by some New England towns.

land is low and poor; badly cultivated, and 
yielding only the most scanty subsistence, ‘The 
habits of the people mn yeneral, ure ¢ xtremely 
simple, anc their notions of comfort, such as 
would surprise even the poorest New England 
family. 

Houses without floors, children four years 
of age and more without clothing, and without 
beds except a bundle of straw,—are not whol- 
ly matters of past h story, even now, as our 
eyes partly witnessed during our dreary ride, 
of ten miles, thither from this place near the 
banks of the Sorel river, ina direction nearly 
south. ‘Phe religion of the whole district ts 
Catholic. And if one desires an illustration 
of the influence of that system upon the human 
mindand soul, be may without going either to 
Ireland or to Sp iin, see its effects. —A more 
ignorant and superstitions population it would 
be ditticult to tind even in pagan countries, 
The Bible is withheld and forbidden. Schools 
are few and The people are im- 
posed upon in a thousand ways, and under 
Many preterts, 

One woman assured me herself as 1 stood 
within her bumble but now comfortable dwell- 
ing, that having carried for 15 years a small 
package given her by her priest as a sort of 
amulet or charm which she was to keep by 
way of precaution against evil, she brought it

miserable, 


to the missionaries after her conversion, and 
on its being opened, found that it contained 
within several envelopes of gilt paper, Xe, 
only two hairs'—Madame Feller, who stood 
by, confirmed ber statement.—Onu our way we 
passed several large wooden Crosses, painted 
black, standing in little enclosures by the road- 
side, where the priests come to receive tithes, 
to pardon sins, and, as our Catholic coachman 
informed us, to drive away by his prayers, the 
worms which would destroy the wheat, for 
whieh last service he receiwed one bushel in 
every 26. Among such a people M wlame 
Feller came, a few years since, because they 
needed her aid. They, however, desired it 
not; and she was most thankful to find one 
woman who opened ber house and her heart, 
and gave ber up the garret of her but, as a 
dwelling and schoolroom, 

Such faith and zeal were not wasted; and 
after many discouragements and actual suffer- 
ings too, on the part of Madame F. and others 
who joined her, that little band of missionartes 
find themselves in a neat stone building, with 
a small chapel, school-room, and dwelling un- 
der one roof, with a bell to wake the long 
slumbering echoes in the neighboring forests, 
as it calls the benighted to the light of life. 

lreaddly they rejoice Over 50 persons as con- 
verted to Christ, of whom thirty have formed 
achureh, Many children are atschool. Pre- 
judice is wearing away, though unwearied ef- 
forts are made by the priests to shut out this 
new hight, And never, never have l so felt the 
truth of the Gospel and the power of the Gos- 
pel, as in seeing what it has done there, and in 
hearing from the lips of those poor men and 
women the most affecting testimony to their 
former misery and their present joy and piety. 
Still opposition exists, One 


man at whose 


door we left a tract, took pains to eall after us | 


that we might look back and see him tear it to 
pieces; while a woman to whom we had given 
one as we went out, had laid it near the road 
with a lighted coal upon it that we might fully 
understand as we passed, with what reception 
it had met. But God ts great. And popish

Madame Feller, by unwearied patience and | 
kindness, with her excellent associates, has ac- 
quired an influence over some of these, which | 
it has pleased God already to bless, to the en-!

these poor people respect and love her as aj 
mother, And it was most affecting, as we 
passed with her from one to another of their 
rude dwellings, to see the affectionate, and yet 
dignified familiarity with which she approach- 
ed them, and thus encouraged them to approach 
her, 1 promised to tell you something about 
the dedication Sabbath. tt was a bright morn- 
tng. And on looking out upon the adjoiming 
forest, and seeing the smoke of the large fires 
which the Canadian lids had kindled the eve- 
ning before for our amusement, and conve- 
nience, I felt for the first time in my life, that. 
| was on missionary ground.—Our morning 
devotions were conducted in English, by the 
excellent pastor of the American Presbyterian 
ehurech in’ Montreal. Soon after breakfast, | 
several friends caine in, who bad lodged at a 
convenient distance, and many were the hearty 
Christian greetings which passed, and the kind 
expressions of interest In the labors of our 
dear missionary friends. It was indeed to 
them a day of Jubilee; and when their fine 
toned bell, the gift, in part, of the founder Mr. 
Ward, of Moutreal, sent forth for the first 
time, its inviting sound, quite down to the 
banks of the Sorel, calling a degraded and bur- 
dened people to the light and liberty of the 
pure gospel, it was a moment of tears, as well 
as of joy to our good hostess. Nor could any 
of us listen unmoved, to her expressions of 
thankfulness, though uttered in a language un- 
familiar to mostofus. ‘The whole scene made 
me wish, that all contributors to 
and all who decline contributing, could have 
been present to see what is one of the noblest 
uses to which money can ever be applied.

The Comanches ave the most powerful tribe, and 
can muster about 1000 warriors—the whole popa- 
lation ten or twelve thousand, is seattered in’ small 
bands on the unsettled portions of the country; their 
main force is on the Rio Grande. 

The Lipans number about 200 warriors. 

The Tonkewas number about 150, and the Car- 
ancuas about 40 warriors—between the Rio Grande | 
and Guadaloupe. 

The Coshattas and Alalmas, number about 200 | 
warriors, and occupy two villages on the ‘Trinity river. 

The Bedies number about 20 warriors—resemble 
the Coshattas, and reside on the San Jacinto. 

The Tawaccanies and Tuweasl tribes resemble | 
each other, and are ofien found associated in the 
sume villages They number about 250 warriors, | 
and reside high up the Colorado. | 

The Hevchies and Inies together number about |
